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THE DESIGN OF 


HE series of articles concluded in this issue 
may serve to direct the attention of archi- 

tects to a field for the exercise of their skill in which 
they have hitherto figured but poorly. The reason 
for the neglect in the past generation is obvious — 
agriculture having been in so parlous a state that 
anything in the nature of a new set of farm buildings 
was something of a rarity. Indeed, those few archi- 
tects who received commissions to plan them were 
hampered by lack of knowledge on the one hand 
and perhaps by tardiness on the part of their em- 
ployers to explain; it was Chesterton who defined 
the “ practical man ” (self-styled) as “ A man who 
practises the mistakes of his ancestors,” and somewhat 
in this vein farmers often showed a tendency to 
direct how a thing should be done rather than to 
declare what end they desired to achieve—hence 
stagnation in design and the repetition of outworn 
t

With the new outlook on all human problems 
which appears to be arising, there should be a readi- 
ness to view all building from the standpoint of basic 
aims and their fulfilment, and it is from this angle 
that the articles above referred to should prove 


useful. It is not necessary to receive all the sug- 
gestions and conclusions as gospel—some may be 
open to modification or reversal in the light of the 
forthcoming Report on Farm Buildings by the 
Committee appointed by the Minister of Agriculture. 
There are, in fact, apparent contradictions within 
the articles themselves, but the main conclusions 
are such as can receive full agreement. Briefly, 
they point to the need for internal adaptability, 
and to this end counsel the adoption of “ master 
dimensions.” 

Everyone who has had opportunity or occasion to 
visit many of the existing ranges of farm buildings 
about the country must have been struck by the 
handicap which substantially constructed but out- 
moded buildings have imposed upon farmers. Their 
attempts at adaptation have too often proved 
ineffective and detrimental to efficient use in their 
altered purpose. One has only to instance the vast 
corn barns which form the nucleus of most big farms 
as an outstanding example, but as well as these 
there are numerous examples of buildings designed to 
carry on a type of specialised stock-rearing which 
has since ceased to be profitable; the bullock- 
fattening yards of Norfolk, some of the closely 
planned homesteads of Nottinghamshire with the 
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house involved with the buildings, and even some 
later examples of elaborate pig-rearing buildings 
may be quoted as examples. 

Of course, a great deal depends on National policy 
as regards the future of agriculture, and from that — 
will arise the demand for and the nature of the 
buildings to be provided—for it is certain that if 
(apart from the impulsion of war) agriculture is to go 
forward in a healthy state, the majority of existing 
farms will stand in need of a greater or less degree 
of re-equipment. It ought never to be forgotten that 
farming is not merely a way of living but an industry — 
possibly our largest and certainly our most vital 
industry. Trade and commerce have been referred 
to recently (by Mr. Priestley, for one) as our most 
important concern, and in a sense this may be true, 
but when reduced to elemental facts agriculture out- 
points it. With a healthy agriculture we can at 
least live. 

It may not be necessary to adopt the drastic remedy 
recently proposed by Mr. A. G. Street, who says: 
“The post-war remedy is to abolish the Ministry of 
Agriculture and put farming under the political 
jurisdiction of the Board of Trade. In this way it 
would obtain no special treatment but the same as all 
our other great industries ; and the President of the 
Board of Trade would have to fight for farming as 
one of his flock instead of against it, which has been 
his practice in years gone by.” Whether by that step 
or another, some means must be found to ensure 
stability at a profitable rate for the prices of agri- 
cultural produce, and it is upon this achievement 
that the possibility of expending capital on the re- 
equipment of farms with suitable healthy and con- 
venient buildings will ultimately depend. 

There is one other point. The buildings in which a 
farmer may store his produce or rear his stock are as 
much the instruments of his trade as the machinery 
of any manufacturer, and they are as apt to become 
outworn and out of date. There may be something 
to be said in favour of regarding the human dwelling 
as a capital asset, since though man’s needs may 


change by gradual advance in standards of living, 


they remain essentially the same. But as regards 
farm buildings, it can be reasonably argued that the 
principles applicable to a manufacturer’s plant might 
justly be applied here also, and building value written 
down to extinction over a moderate period of years, 
so permitting burdenless renewal of buildings when 
requisite.

Leader of the London 
County Council, speaking at a luncheon 
given by the Chairman of the City of 
London Lepeoeements and Town Planning 
Committee, Mr. C. W. Dennis, at Guild- 
hall House, on September 9, complained 
of the ‘sustained delay’ on the part of 
the Government in giving planning autho- 
rities the necessary powers to carry out 
their plans. ‘‘ The City Corporation, the 
L.C.C., and all other planning authorities 
are a little dismayed—to put it mildly—at 
the delay,” said Lord Latham. “ It is over 
two years since the Government, through 
the then responsible Minister, Lord Reith, 
stated that they accepted the two urgent 
recommendations of the interim Uthwatt 
Report. That this delay should have fol- 
lowed is incomprehensible.” We 
encouraged by our incomparable Prime 
Minister to think that “‘ basic” English 
was so important that a Committee of his 
Cabinet had been considering it, Lord 
Latham continued. Planning authorities 
were more concerned about a “ basic 

England than a_ basic language. That 
basic England must be planned on the 
footing that it was to be a healthy, con- 
venient, fine and noble England in which 
we and those who succeeded us might live.

The*death’has taken place of Mr. James 
Robertsor Adamson, F.R.I.B.A., partner 
in the firm of Bradshaw Gass and Hope, 
of Bolton. Educated at the Galashieis 
High School and George Watson’s College, 
Edinburgh, he served his articles in archi- 
tecture in Sir John Burnet’s office at Glas- 
gow, and distinguished himself as a 
student at the ‘art school and technical 
college in that city. After two years in 
Newcastle he came to Bolton in 1913 as a 
member of the staff of Messrs. Bradshaw 
Gass and Hope, and seven years later 
became a partner in the firm. 

In the succeeding years Mr. Adamson 
achieved considerable distinction in his 
profession, and had undertaken important 
work on behalf of his firm in many parts 
of the country, especially in connection 
with the many competitions gained. He 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects in 1930, and was 
President of the Manchester Society of 
Architects for the years 1933-35 after 
serving on the council. He was also a 
member for several years of the council 
of the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, and from 1937 to 1939 was Vice- 
President. Other professional offices to 
which he was appointed included Chairman 
of the R.I.B.A. Allied Societies Confer- 
ence, and membership of the Manchester 
Civic Advisory Committee. In 1935 he 
was chosen by the council of the R.I.B.A. 
to go to Southern Rhodesia as assessor for 
the competitive plans for the projected 
Government buildings, and during the war 
he had been a member of several Govern- 
ment committees dealing with post-war 
building problems. 

Outside his profession Mr. Adamson 
gave the benefit of his outstanding quali- 
ties of mind and personality to a number 
of movements. He was a trustee and 
chairman of the Wilkinson Sanatorium, 
of the Lancashire Watsonian

Society, a member of the Rotary Club and 
the Bolton Historical Society, and closely 
associated with the Bolton Lads’ Club and 
the Queen-street Mission.

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UTHWATT AND THE 
BUILDING SOCIETIES 


AmonG the numerous criticisms of the 
proposals in the Uthwatt Report we 
juoted in our issue of September 17 a 
serious attack on some of these by 
Mr. David W. Smith, general manager of 
the Halifax Building Society and Past- 
hairman of the Building Societies’ Asso- 
iation. In so far as this is a direct chal- 
Henge to the | of the Report, one 

ould not be incli towards a very sym- 
pathetic attitude, but there is also the 
ternative of considering the possibilities 
pf reconciling the demands for the prin- 
iples laid down in the programme for 
econstruction and the existing methods 
ith which it is definitely at variance. 


There is in this country a feeling of 
listrust towards any system of official con- 
ol that. would crush out all the efforts of 
ndividual enterprise, and it is in this 
spect that the Uthwatt proposals are 
hought unacceptable. That the nation 
hould secure development rights in the 
and allowing for long-term building leases 
ill, it is held, discourage a general interest 
n building activity. This opinion may, 
however, be challenged, as we have long 
ben accustomed to a somewhat similar 
vstem in London and other large cities 
shere a very large proportion of the area 
tas been developed as private estates, and 
id out, sometimes very well, before the 
milding leases are granted. Such a 
nethod facilitates reorganisation, as when 
he leases fall in the sites can be dealt with 
pmprehensively, which is impracticable 
in the case of a number of small freeholds. 
If the authorities had first-rate expert 
ivice the proposed measure of nationalisa- 
ion, particularly in the case of central 
id intensively occupied areas, would be 
the greatest value, as reconstruction 
wld be more comprehensive and better 
pordinated than in the case of private 
sates. The probable need for this will 
«ome obvious if we review the present 
dition of many parts of London, such 
s Bloomsbury, Belgravia, Pimlico, or 
uth Kensington, where few of the large 
gses built on the average about a 
mndred years ago, are still in demand for 
he type of occupation they were origin- 
lly designed to provide. 
The proposals for national ownership of 
nd have greater validity in urban areas 
tn outside these, though it may be 
pubted whether in a world which is 
hanging its mode of life so rapidly 
¢ appreciation of freehold owner- 
ip will retain the support it still has 
mong some; it is not without interest to 
mtrast this attitude with that of the 
using propagandist who puts in the fore- 
mt of his programme the axiom that 
l new houses should be built for a fifty- 
ar life only. Thus the two extremes, 
Till Doomsday ” and Fifty years only,” 
ve both their exponents, and it may 
usonably be assumed that the right solu- 
on lies somewhere between the two. 
The Building Societies, the section of 
economic system most vitally affected, 
ust clearly revisualise their functions 
d methods, which have so far been based 
much too limited an outlook. Hitherto 
se have assumed that the sole con- 
eration was the soundness of the 
urity provided by any house, anywhere, 
kt would remain in good condition and 
ld fulfil a popular demand for, say, 
me twenty years; after that their 
erest terminates, and what happens 
n does not concern them. This is not 
® contribution the nation ought to re- 
ve from such an important group o 
ociations, whose first step should he to 
ure the best available technical advice 
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‘in order to ensure that their support is 
given exclusively to the more beneficial 
housing developments, such as embody 
good layout, good planning and construc- 
tion. Even if they do not care to expand 
their activities to land development, for 
which new legislation would be required, 
they could at any rate make their support 
contingent on the most enlightened housing 
schemes. They would thus be able to 
supplement the efforts of the local authori- 
ties in providing for redevelopment and 
reconstruction most effectively. 

It is suggested, on behalf of the Build- 
ing Societies, that the public would be 
loth to buy property on any vther basis 
than a freehold, but adjustments could be 
made as regards long-term holdings, which 
would make them almost equivalent to 
freeholds, more particularly as the latter 
ought, in the communal interest, to be 
subject to restrictions and covenants to a 
greater degree than in the past. The 
prudent man at present provides a sinking 
fund to cover the value of his premises, 
etc., at the termination of the lease, cal- 
culating the premiums as rent. This, and 
other measures, would meet the drawbacks 
incidental to the desirable procedure 
advocated in the Uthwatt Report.

PRACTICAL PLANNING AND 
THE ENGINEER 
A FORTHCOMING EXHIBITION IN 
LONDO 


Ir is announced that the vital part 
played by the engineer in all forms of 
reconstruction is to be shown in a realistic 
way in an Exhibition of Practical Plan- 
ning in London next month, which the 
Institution of Civil Engineers and the 
Institution of Municipal and County En- 
gineers are organising. The Exhibition is 
to be held in the Institution of Civil En- 
gineers, Westminster, and will be opened 
by Mr. W. 8S. Morrison, M.P., Minister of 
Town and Country Planning, on Octo- 
ber 5. 

The purpose of the Exhibition is to 
bring out the importance of adequate 
attention being paid to physical and econo- 
mic factors as well as to esthetic values, 
and to emphasise the need of a logical 
sequence in planning, with co-operation 
between the engineer and all other inter- 
ests concerned from the start, and the 
importance of making full use of the 
assistance which engineering science can 
offer in the development of Great Britain. 

The national problem and the necessity 
for national and regional planning are 
stated in a series of simple but graphic 
charts. The principles and sequence to 
be followed in town and country planning 
are illustrated with models, photographs 
and plans showing both the development 
of existing towns and the planning of new 
towns. Examples of practical planning 
are shown from the county of Warwick, 
Birmingham, Wakefield, Coventry, 
Shrewsburv, Stafford, Brighton, Chester, 
Bristol, Hornsey, Tottenham, Ruislip- 
Northwood. Scarborough, Wallasey, 
Windsor, Warwick. Rochdale, Leicester, 
Hammersmith. Southport, Leeds, Smeth- 
wick, Eastleigh, Enfield, and the Team 
Valley and Treforest Trading Estates. 

The part plaved by the engineer in 
agriculture. in the co-ordination of traffic 
bv road, rail. water, and air, in electricity, 
gas. and water supplv, in sewerage and 
sewage disnosal, in land drainage, and 
district heating, and in buildings of all 
tvnes. with special regard to foundations, 
framework. and services, is amply illus- 
trated. Other subjects include heat con- 
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servation, sound insulation, and the use 
of alternative materials. A full-size model 
kitchen and a room with a sound-insulated 
floating floor are also to be shown. 

The Exhibition, which will be open free 
to the public on weekdays from October 6 
to 30 (inclusive), from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
is intended to interest the ‘‘ man in the 
street’? and his wife, as well as the 
expert, and it is particularly hoped to 
attract the younger generation. For that 
reason are being made for 
groups of older boys and girls at schools 
and colleges to be shown round the Exhi- 
bition by guides capable of explaining the 
exhibits and answering questions.

Based on the Ministry of 
Health plans, they have been designed by Mr. W. N. Miller, 
M.Inst.M. and Cy.E., Engineer and Surveyor to the Tonbridge 
R.D.C.; Mr. W. A. Bassett being Deputy Surveyor. Following 
is an outline of the construction and accommodation :— 


CoNnsTRUCTION. 
Brick built local rusticated wirecut facings to plinth and 
chimneys. Local wirecuts above, colour washed. 
Windows: Crittall’s metal casements with quarry tile 
cills internally and roofing tile ditto externally. 
Ground floors: Quarry tiles in living room, hall and 


parlour. Cement rendered on concrete—kitchen, larder, 
outside store and w.c. 

First floor: 7 in. by 2 in. joists and ~ in. plain edged 
flooring. 


Ceilings : Gyproc plaster boards set with skim coat. 

Walls: Plaster, sirapite finish. 

Partitions: Ground floor, 44 in. brickwork ; first floor, 
3 in. and 2 in. breeze concrete blocks. 

Roofs : 3 in. by 2 in. rafters with 3 in. by 2 in. ceiling 
joists and 7 in. by 2} in. purlins, covered felt on battens 
and local clay tiles. 

Doors: Obtained from local stock. 

Staircase: Timber construction. 

Ranges, stoves, baths, lavatory basins, sinks, w.c. suites : 
all obtained from local merchants. 

Soil pipes, eaves gutter and rainwater pipes in asbestos. 
Shelving in asbestos.

The kitchen is at the back of the house, separated from 
the living room by a short passage, off which a roomy larder 
opens. Like the sitting room, it has two windows, under 
one of which is the sink. A point for a gas cooker gives an 
alternative means of cooking and the wash copper can also 
be heated with gas. Gas points for a sink water heater and 
an instantaueous water heater in the bathroom allow the 
tenants to be independent of the living room fire for their 
hot water supply during the summer months. 

Gas lighting is installed throughout these two cottages, 
centre pendants and wall brackets being fitted.

implement Sheds. 

Imptement sheds become increas- 
ingly important, and they are insuffi- 
cient on most farms, 

Most implements are under 7 ft. high. 
Exceptions are: hay sweep, combine 
harvesters, large threshing machines, 
green crop loader. With these excep- 
tions, sheds 7 ft. 6 in. to 8 ft. high are 
sufficient; wide span between posts is 
becoming more important as height 
becomes less important. 


Few implements are wider than 
10 ft. The width of an implement 
depends on the traction power. used. 
Where a team of horses could plough 
one furrow, the tractor can plough 
two, three or four furrows. Other im- 
plementg increase in width corre- 
spondingly: for each furrow width the 
tractor will pull 2 ft, 6 in. of cultivator 
or disc harrow, 5 ft. of heavy harrow, 
4 ft. 2 in. of drill or binder. 


This gives the limits of implement 
widths for various tractors. 

Sheds should not be made any deeper 

than is necessary to house the longest 
implements, elevators or lorries, be- 
cause it is not advisable to store im- 
plement two ranks deep; it makes it 
difficult to get them out when needed. 
About 18 ft. for farm implements and 
10 ft. 6 in. for garden implements are 
useful depths from front to back. Nine 
hundred sq. ft. to 1,200 sq. ft. of shed 
space per farm tractor should be 
allowed. ‘ 
? The list of the dimensions of various 
implements given on facing page will 
help to judge the merits of a shed for 
a given purpose.

Tractor Sheds. 

Tractor lock-ups should be. fairly 
deep to allowing working space at the 
end of the shed, and room for spare 
parts, 9ft. 6in. by 18 ft. for a single 
tractor, and 6 ft. to 7ft. 9in. by 16 ft. 
for tractors parked in rows. 


Conclusion and Summary. 

A number of purposes can be met by 
certain standard sets of dimensions, 
whereas these dimensions are unsuit- 
able for some other requirements of 
farm buildings. 

Adaptable plans can be applied to 
the buildings enumerated on the list 
which also begins on facing page. 

Specialist. farm buildings for which 
standards are not useful or about 
which sufficient information has not 
been collected are listed for the sake 
of completeness as follows :— 

GRASSLAND barn, silo. 

ARABLE FarmMinG.—Fuel stores, crop 
drying building, bulk grain store, bulk 
potato. store, chaff silo, barn for un- 
threshed grain, shed for straw pulp- 
ing vat.

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Jt appears that the most universally 
useful standard plan is the 10-ft. 6-ip 
by 16-ft. 6-in. plan. There are, how 
ever, standards of more limited uge 
but useful enough for purposes wher. 
some variation in dimension is no 
material. 

The Ministry of Works has adopied 
as ‘‘ standard” a form of constructioy 
consisting of precast concrete frames, 
18 ft. Gin. and 24 ft. clear span, space; 
at 6-ft. centres, supporting a roof o 
timber purlins covered with asbestos 
cement sheeting. 

By minor changes in detail and 
reinforcement, the clear span may 
be increased to 35 ft. and the spacing 
of the frames to 14ft., which, it is 
suggested, would be suitable for a 
cow-house, an implement shed, a 
granary, or a garage.

Adaptable Plans for Farm Buildings.. 
To tue Epiror or The Builder. 

Srr,—I have read Mr. Rosenberg’s 
articles on this subject with interest and, 
on the whole, agreement. Points which 
struck me as ‘“‘lapses’’ in the articles 
were :— 

(1) Reference lepperently approving) to 
the ‘‘ head-to-head’’ arrangement in 
double-rank cowhouses ; 

(2) Apparent failure to realise in plan of 
piggery that the dunging compartments 
are part of a passage with ready way out 
for cleaning ; A 

(3) The very low cubic capacity per cow 
of the Cement and Concrete Association 
cow-houses—much below what is being 
recommended by the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture in agreement with veterinary 
surgeons. 

Personally I attach much less importance 
to cubic space per cow than to clean condi- 
tions and good ventilation. Special grati- 
tude should be accorded for the very useful 
dimensioned list of implements ; a valuable 
compilation.

Architects in the Post-War World. 
To tHe Epiror or The Builder. 

Sim,-—Many of us architects; who in the 
pre-war years had small but expandi 
private practices built up over a perio 
of several years by our unstinted effort, 
view the future with some apprehension. 
The straw which indicates the direction 
in which the wind is blowing is the pub- 
lication of a standard design for rural 
cottages by the Government. It is true 
that local authorities were allowed to make 
modifications in detail, but that is only 
the thin end of the wedge. 

On the termination of hostilities, if not 
-before, vast numbers of dwellings of 
various types will be required to be erected 
as quickly and as economically as possible. 
The ‘‘standard”’ agricultural cottage is 
but the forerunner of the “ standard”’ 
house. There is a grave danger that only 
the Government’s ‘‘ standard”’ designs for 
dwellings, and, indeed, for other types of 
buildings, will be allowed on the grounds 
of speed and economy. 

. If this is not to happen and architecture 
is to flourish—indeed, if the independent 
practitioner is to be allowed to practise— 
the architectural profession must unite as 
never before. If the practice of an indi- 
vidual architect is too small to be run with 
efficiency entirely alone, architects must 
form themselves into groups or associa- 
tions. Indeed, there seems’no reason why 
such groups could not include surveyors 
and engineers. There has been far too 
much squabbling between these three pro- 
«fessions in the past. All three are indis- 
ee to the efficient erection of a good 
building. 
“! It is useless to leave action until build- 
‘ing starts again. If the architect and his 
?ellow technicians are to play their proper 
ipart._in the forthcoming reconstruction, 
‘they must get together now. But before 
the linking together of the three professions 
‘ean come about, architects ‘must themselves 
_unite, and the sooner the better.

Training Concretors. 
To rue Eprror or The Builder. 


Sm,—I have more than a_ passing 
interest in this absorbing matter, and I 

rticularly agree with ‘‘ Progressive ’’ in 
is comments in The Builder for August 
27, and again September 17. I have 
supervised some very large concrete jobs, 
and to-day I am much surprised to see 
the slipshod way in which concrete work 
is garried out, possibly from want of 
knowledge. 


Several years ago I approached the Rein- - - 


forced Concrete Association with a view to 
arranging a series of lectures and technical 
classes to train foremen, clerks of works 
and workmen. The men, as well as fore- 
men and clerks of works, should be 
properly trained, not only in the placement 
of the steel and shuttering, but in the 
proper conduct of the measuring of mate- 
rials, the aggregates, sand-and cements, 
the content of water, the variable condi- 
tion of the materials that arrive on the 


site, and the placing of the concrete. . 


The men, from the clerk of works and 
the general foreman to the men who really 
do the job, should be specifically trained 
in the modern methods. You cannot 
afford to make a “ school ’’ of the job. 
I cannot understand the reluctance of the 


' Reinforced Concrete Association to prepare 
.. for what must be a. post-war requirement 


of magnitude. The ordinary man operating 
on ‘the job does.his best, but is often with- 
out the knowledge of the importance of the 
project he has put his hand to. ~-

We regret to record the death of Mr. 
Henry John Chetwood on September 10. | 
He was fifty-eight years of age. Mr. Basil 
Oliver writes :— 

Mr. Chetwood, who was a bachelor, was 
affectionately known as ‘Uncle Henry 
to many more than: his own nephews and 
nieces. That in itself is an indication of 
his kindly and generous nature. 

He had long known of the likelihood, 
and even the certainty, of his sudden 
death, yet he kept bravely and doggedly 
on with the important work he was doing 
for the War Damage Commission to within 
two days of his end, beloved by all with 
whom his duties brought him into contact 
at the N.W. London Regional Office at 
Acton, as well as by his older friends of 
pre-war days, of whom I was privileged 
to be one, of thirty-seven years’ standing. 

He cherished an abiding affection for his 
old school, which was Felsted. At the end 
of his school career he was articled to the 
late A. W. S. Cross, F.R.1.B.A., and his 
experience in Mr. Cross’s office gave him a 
partiality and special] aptitude for school 
planning. | That knowledge would have 
proved invaluable had he lived to play his 
part in the great post-war school rebuild- 
ing programme conceived by the present 
Minister of Education, : 

Beach School, Lowestoft—an elementary 
school built in 1912—was one of his earlier 
jobs which he and I jointly won in a 

imited competition. His simply designed 
counci] houses at Bishops Stortford were 
highly successful, but his most noteworthy 
buildings were those erected at ~Felsted 


‘School in collaboration with his old school- 


fellow, Mr. T. F. . Grant, M.C., 
F.R.I.B.A. These consisted of the War 
Memorial Buildings, the Grignon Hall, the 
new Sanatorium, a new Science block, and 
the reconditioning of the old school, etc. 

Within a few days of the declaration of 
war in August, 1914, he joined the Artists’ 
Rifles, an eventually attained the rank 
of captain, R.T.O., in France. He re- 
mained as loyal to the Artists as to his old 
school, and did for both a great deal more 
than merely keeping in touch. 

Henry Chetwood became an A.R.I.B.A. 
in 1910 and a Fellow in 1920; was a mem- 
ber of the committee of the Society for the 
Protection of Ancient Buildings ; a member 
of the Art Workers’ Guild ; a Fellow of the 
Zoological Society ; a member of the Arts 
Club (until shortly after its destruction), 
and he was a keen and active Mason. 


Government Control of Road Transport. 


How the Government’s new road 
haulage scheme works is described in 
detail in the report of Mr. R. W. Sewill, 
Director of Associated Road Operators 
presented at the Association’s annual 
Meeting in Grosvenor House on 
August 23.

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THE RE-APPROACH TO QUANTITIES 
| _3.—THE WIDER HORIZON 


By S. HOOKWAY, P.A.S.I.: 

In the. first of these three articles the 
merits of premeasurement, as set out in 
the form of a bill of quantities, and the 
position achieved by the system of pre- 
measurement, in the economics of building 
contracting were discussed ; some 
of the prima, joints were tou upon 
it was Pastnes’ believe that a definition 
of terms, elementary as some of them 
may seem, leads to clearer thinking than 
when arguments are developed from pre- 
mises that might be deemed by some to 
te taken for granted. The second article 
tried to indicate the lines along which an 
increase in the efficiency of a bill of quan- 


tasis on. which the quantity surveyor 
might take up his. stand in the technical 
make-up of the industry in the future. I 
now turn to Gh. wider Wein that might 
possibly be envisaged in the re-approach 
to quantities as a result of that broader 
basis. 
In most industrial pursuits it has been 
found that.increase in efficiency gives 
results. that pay in a steadily improving 
progressive ratio, and this is very often 
found to be attributable to the utilisation 
of by-products which in the earlier work- 
ings of the industry had been rejected as 
waste. Opportunities on the same lines 
are to be. found in the production of a 
bill of quantities. There are probably 
many surveyors who, in other days, might 
have shrunk from looking upon their acti- 
vities as even remotely alignable with 
industrial processes, and to whom the use 
of the term by-products ’’ in connection 
with their. own profession might be 
hought offensive. Nevertheless, the by- 
roducts are there, and although attempts 
ve been made from time to time in the 
past to harness some of them for general 
rervice, these attempts have not in the 
main been followed up with enthusiasm. 

I have heard the view expressed by a 
quantity surveyor of the older school that 
a bill of quantities is prepared solely. for 
the purpose of obtaining tenders and ad- 
justing variations, and that contractors 
lave no business to put it to any other 
we. I do not share that view. A tremen- 
dous amount of time, care and skill goes 
to the preparation of a bill of quantities 
oforming to. the accepted principles of 
the Standard Method of Measurement. It 
is safe to say that, according to normal 
practice in the. past, the obtaining of ten- 
ders and the adjustment of variations 
hve not accounted for much more than 
) per cent. of the potential effective 
ri of that outlay of time, care and 
kill. 


An ancillary purpose which always has 
len appreciated is the use to which a 
hill of quantities can be put in assessing 
he interim payments on account to be 
mde to the contractor. In this usage 
ry little time need be spent in prepar- 
ng a certificate and a very close payment 
kn be allowed because of the wealth of 
ietail already available in the bill. Par- 
icularly is this. noticeable towards the 
bmpletion of the works, when it becomes 
matter of merely taking out from the 

those. items that remain still to be 
tecuted. A great advantage of the. bill 
ver the schedules is here seen. The 
arer a schedule contract is to comple- 
fn the more care must be exercised. and 
he more time is required by the surveyor, 
nd generally less generosity towards the. 
intractor can be shown. . Tt has been cal- 
hlated that for large contracts measured 
i schedule, upwards of 25 per cent. of 


tities. might be sought, and the broader ° 


a senior surveyor’s time throughout the 
job is evaporated in calculating paymexts 
on account. 

A second ‘‘ by-product’ of the bill of 
quantities is to be found in its use by the 
contractor for purposes connected with 
his administration of the works, as, for 
instance, in organising for time and pro- 
gress, in planning labour requirements, 
and the interdependence of trade upon 
trade. The bill of quantities can be of 
great assistance throughout, and will give 
reminders in advance on almost every 
phase of organisation. In the ordering of 
materials it is the contractor’s vade 
mecum. In this respect care is required 
to recognise that in the bills all work is 
measured net as fixed in its place, and 
that adjustments are necessary to make 
due allowance for cutting and waste. 

There is room here for already available 
information to be more effectively put to 
use. Surveyors in the past have been 
inclined to regard their original dimensions 
as sacrosanct, and only a very favoured 
contractor was ever permitted to inspect 
them. I can see no satisfactory reason 
why this should be so. Why should not 
the contractor, on payment of a copying 
fee, be j= hers or uest with a copy 
of the dimensions? ere is only one 
valid reason that seems apparent, and that 
is that the dimensions would usually not 
be very enlightening without the abstract, 
and the reproduction of the latter docu- 
ment would be a lengthy and tiresome 
process. But then, a copy of the whole 
set of dimensions would probably not be 
required. A _ contractor preparing his 
ordering schedules would require the de- 
tailed make-up of certain items only, or 
certain groups, as, for example, various 
timber scantlings, mouldings and joinery 
finishings, reinforcing rods, rainwater 
goods, etc. On the surveyor being fur- 
nished with a list of those requirements, 
the detail could easily be picked up from 
the abstracts and the appropriate original 
dimensions copied. 

There is no doubt that analysis of many 
items in the bills would be of considerable 
usefulness to the contractor, and since the 
information is already there it is ‘“‘ d 
in the manger’’ not to put it to Ps 
purpose. It is worth considering in this 
connection whether a further degree of 
rationalisation in quantity surveying prac- 
tice might not be brought about by the 
introduction of a standard method of 
taking-off quantities—quite another’ thing 
than the Standard Method of Measure- 
ment, but a consummation falling directly 
from it. .The advantages would be many, 
and would operate in no small measure in 
extending the scope of a bill of quantities 
to the added benefit of all concerned. On 
the surveyor’s' side a considerable advan- 
tage would be that the employment of 
temporary assistants would be relieved of 
the anxious moments when the “ local 
rules’ (of which every surveyor’s office 
has at least a few) crop up, when it may 
be found either that an item has been 
omitted, or that two people have taken 
the same item, owing to default of know- 
ledge of the custom of the office. 


““Taking-off by Trades. 

As another of the.aspects of the wider 
horizon coming under the focus of method, 
T might touch upon the advantages, in 
particular. cases, of ‘“‘ taking-off’’ by 
trades. Many survevors have a fetish that 


tells them that taking-off quantities by. 


trades is wrong, and that is all about it. 
I would rather say that every quantity. 
surveyor should have the facility for 
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taking-off by trades as well as by the 
group or sequence method. . The. smaller 
and simple. standardised type of job can 
often be :passed out much more quickly 
by trades, and billed direct from the 
dimensions without either or 
casting back. And where other jobs of the 
same type and pattern are to follow, the 
subsequent taking-off can be extremely 
rapid. 

An experiment was made some years 
ago of wedding the specification to the bill 
of quantities, both documents being bound 
in one, the bill being on one side of the 
page opening and the specification on the 
other side, the latter forming, as it were, 
a running commentary on the former. 
There are further possibilities here that 
merit consideration, but in view of the 
time factor being so much 
bespoken it would appear that this refine- 
ment is not sufficiently essential to war- 
rant the expenditure of time necessary for 
its adoption as a general rule. Further- 
more, the specification is of the province 
of the architect, and the system here men- 
tioned would be likely to revive the ob- 
jectionable practice of the quantity sur- 


veyor having to accept, gratis, the respon- _ 


sibility for writing the specification. 
Nevertheless, it must be admitted that 
considerable redundancy exists with a full 
specification and a bill of quantities both 
forming part of the contract documents, 
and there is something to be said for 
eliminating the altogether. 
Its essentials could be replaced by more 
wealth of annotation on the drawings and 
by the co-operation of the quantity sur- 
veyor in embodying in his bill, where 
necessary, locational descriptions that have 
not heretofore been considered required or 
desirable. 

Finally, some thought might well be 
given to the system of payment by results, 
in so far as it could be more equitably 
operated by methods lined up with the 
bill of quantities. There seems no doubt 
that the system, as at present faltering 
along under the leaky umbrella of Appen- 
dix A to S.R. & O., No. 2067, finds little 
favour with anybody, the reason being, 
probably, that it is a political square peg 
being driven into an industrial round hole. 
If the system of payment by results is to 
remain for a time a feature of post-war 
building practice, there is urgent need for 
it to be operated under sound economic 
methods. Under present rules one gang 
may earn a thumping bonus, but the eco- 
nomic effect be nullified by another gang 
on the identical operation getting no- 
where near the mark. The contractor’s 
point of view is that if it is to be pay- 
ment by results, let it be by results both 
ways, 1.e., with a penalty below the line 
as well as a bonus above the line. That is 
sound economics, but unfortunately it is 
not sound Appendix A to S.R. & O., No. 
2067. 


To do the. thing. properly is a matter 
once again of getting down to first prin- 
ciples. A contractor calculates his profit 
on the job as a whole, and at best he can- 
not calculate it in finer analysis than trade 
by trade. It means nothing to a contrac- 
tor to. be told that his vag ben 7 up to 
d.p.c. showed a profit if the bricklaying 
as a whole did not do. so. The only proper 
method of applying a bonus, therefore, is 
to apply it to a “trade” as a whole.. 
Thus, if it can be-established that the 
bricklaying work in a certain contract is 
valued at, say, 5,000 man-hours, every-. 
thing in, then it would only become a. 
bonusable job if the total man-hours. were 
less than 5,00® when the bricklayer’s work’ 


Witha proper. bill of quantities a system 


of payment by results’on these lines could. 
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be made a workable and satisfactory pro- 
position. It would, of course, need super- 
vision and organisation by both employers 
and operatives, but certainly not more 
than is at present found to be necessary to 
run a makeshift and unsatisfactory system. 
There are obstacles, but none so difficult 
as to be insuperable allowing a reasonable 
minimum of give and take. The transfer 
of workmen from one site to another 
before the ‘‘ trade’’ was finished on: the 
first site should not prove a difficult ob- 
stacle. We are all pretty well ‘‘ card- 
minded’? nowadays, and workman’s 
union could supply him with a card upon 
which his total working hours was re- 
corded for each contract, and in due 
course his union would acquaint him of 
the bonus, if any, to be collected from 
the job he had left. Or the unions might 
take over the collection of bonus and be 
responsible for its distribution. On the 
basis furnished by a bill of quantities a 
system such as this would not only be 
workable but would give results properly 
rag tote with the economics of the 
job. 


THE BUILDER 


All of the wider aspects here touched 
upon imply one indispensable factor— 
namely, a complete bill of quantities and, 
not one that holds a lot up a capacious 
sleeve marked “‘ provisional.’’ This indis- 
pensable factor requires an equally indis- 
pensable basis—namely, finality of plan- 
ning before commencement. It needs to 
be repeated that finality and completeness 
in planning, and a guarantee against facile 
variations, is a tremendously worth-while 
consummation. It is worth a 10 per cent. 
discount to the building owner as com- 

red with the old lackadaisical methods. 

nder those methods the quantity sur- 
veyor was often little more than a useful! 
cog in the contracting machine, but with 
rationalised methods resulting from com- 
plete and predetermined planning his 
contribution to the economics of the 
industry can be doubled by a wider and 
more comprehensive disposal not only of 
the direct services which he renders, but 
also of the ancillary features which derive 
therefrom and which have in the past 
been overlooked.

THE LONDON PLAN AND SATELLITE TOWNS 


ADDRESS TO TOWN AND COUNTRY 
PLANNING ASSOCIATION. 

At a lunch-time meeting of the Town 
and Country Planning Association held on 
Thursday, September 16, at 1, Grosvenor- 
place, S.W.1, Mr. R. L. Retss spoke on 
the subject of ‘‘ Satellite Towns in Rela- 
tion to the County of London Plan.’”’ Sm 
Eric MacraDYEN was in the chair. 

The L.C.C. plan for London [said Mr. 
‘Reiss] is based upon the assumption that 
the population of the county should be-re- 
duced by half a million. As Mr. Osborn 
pointed out in the first of these talks, 
granted this assumption, the plan has 
many excellent features. Nor is it easy 
to see how the plan could be materially 
improved if this assumption is adhered 
to. But the fact remains that if it were 
fully carried out there would still be only 
four acres of open space per 1,000 of the 
population.compared with 20 per 1,000 in 
the ultimate development of the Wythen- 
shawe estate of the Manchester Corpora- 
tion and of Welwyn Garden City. More- 
over, even this modest increase of open 
space can only be achieved by replannin 
the vesideatial areas at densities from 1 

per acre, and housing the over- 
whelming majority of the people in flats, 
many of them ten storeys high. 

This is not merely destructive of family 
life, but seriously militates against health 
—before the war the tuberculosis death- 
rate and the infant mortality rate in Lon- 
don were 50 per cent. higher than the 
average of the boroughs and urban dis- 
tricts in Hertfordshire. This was despite 
the highly developed and efficient health 
services in London. 

If the London.plan is the best that can 
be done,. granted that the.population is 
to be reduced by only half a million, the 
question arises: “‘Is this assumption a 
necessary one? Is there no alternative?” 

In a London -newspaper in January, 
1936, Mr. Herbert Morrison, then leader 
of the London County Council, outlined 
this alternative: ‘‘ Not only,” he said, 
“* would I wish the solid urban sprawl of 
London to be checked, but I would like to 
see contiguous London cover a much 
smaller area than it does at present. . . . 
I would take the industries and businesses 
that need not be in the heart of London 
. . . right out into the homegounties. . . 
I would plan in. association with those 
industries new self-contained independent 
satellite townships. . ... It would be my 
endeavour to secure that the people who 


worked in those towns lived in them; that 
they could walk to an:’ from their employ- 
ment, and that the garden cities all 
parered open spaces and were surrounded 

y agricultural or other land unbuilt upon, 
so that residents could easily walk to the 
open country.” 

Mr. Osborn suggested that the popula- 
tion of the County of London should be 
reduced not by half a million, as in the 
new London plan, but by 1} million. I 
suggest that with the bod adoption of a 
satellite town policy, as outlined by Mr. 
Morrison, this could be achieved within a 
reasonable space of time. 

To show how it could be done, let me 
remind you of a few facts and figures :— 

(1) The area of London ty is 
74,000 acres. 

(2) Its population declined from 44 
million to 4 million between the two 
wars, and as a result the over-all density 
Lone lan proposals 

(3) e on plan pro’ were 
adopted the over-all density would be 
reduced to about 47, but if the popula- 
tion were reduced to 24 million it would 
be. brought down to 36. 

(4) How modest such a proposal is can 
be seen by the fact that even then 
London’s density would still be 30 per 
cent. higher than that of Manchester, 
Liverpool and Chicago, and nearly twice 
as high as Birmingham. 

That it is perfectly practicable to move 
both industry and ulation has been 
shown by the rapid decentralisation which 
has taken place under the stress of war 
conditions, 

Having referred to L.C.C. housing de- 
velopment in London between the wars, 
the speaker proceeded : 

The significant fact is that although the 
population of London declined half a 
million between the wars, the total num- 
ber of dwellings in London increased by 
approximately 8 per cent. Yet in 1938 
there were practically no empty working- 
class dwellings. What is the reason for 
this apparent contradiction? Partly 
abating overcrowding in rooms, but mainly 
because in London, as elsewhere, the 
average size of the family has declined. 
While the population has decreased, the 
number of separate families has increased. 
A largely increased proportion of all fami- 
lies are now living in flats... Under the 
London - plan that: proportion would - be 
still further increased, but even after a 
further half-million people had left Lon- 
don, the additions to open spaces would 
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still leave London far shorter per thousand 
of the population than other towns, 
Moreover, such other evils as the traffic 
congestion and waste of time in getting 
to and from work would be nearly, if not 
as great, as before. But probably the 
eatest evil of the plan would be the 
estruction of family life and perpetuat. 
ing unsatisfactory housing conditions, 
Councils of smaller towns develop their 
housing estates with a population density 
not exceeding 50, and usually more like 
25 or 30. Clearly this is the policy which 
would be pursued by the L.C.C. if the 
land was available. Admittedly the pro- 
posals to redevelop at a density as high 
as 200 is only justified as making the best 
of a bad job in order to secure more open 
space and on the assumption that it is 
necessary to pack people like sardines. 
Now in the outer ring of the London 
region, between the 15-mile and 25-mile 
radius from Charing Cross, there is an area 
of 721,000 acres. In 1939 there was a 
population of about 1,100,000. This 
represents a density of about 15 persons

HEATING AND VENTILATION 
MR. A. C. PALLOT’S PAPER TO THE ARCHITECTURAL SCIENCE BOARD.—PART 2 


CENTRAL HEATING. 


(a) Low-pressure Water.—Central heating by means of low- 
pressure hot water is very general in this country. There are 
some limitations to the system: the horizontal limit, without 

umping, is about 200 ft., and the vertical limit is about 100 ft., 
ue to the head on the radiators. The temperature of the 
water can be regulated to suit conditions, but the exposed sur- 
faces are never unduly hot. With ordinary radiators, and 
with the average water temperature of 140 deg. F., the emission 
is about 160 B.Th.U.s per sq. ft. per hour: of this about 
15 per cent. is due to radiation. 
e ordinary central heating boiler is not very efficient : 
optimum efficiencies vary from about 55 per cent. in the smallest 
types to about 80 per cent. in the largest, but the average 
efficiency in service is probably about half these values. Also a 
great deal of heat is lost in the distributing mains, although part 
of this is, of course, utilised in raising the general temperature 
of the building (analysis of fuel consumption in a number of build- 
ings indicates that on the average about half the fuel is used non- 
effectively, i.e., used otherwise than in the spaces to be warmed). 
The system, however, is comparatively cheap in running costs and 
will remain in constant operation with comparatively little 
attention to the boilers, although some overheating is inevitable 
in mild weather. There is a considerable time lag in reaching 
the required conditions from cold, and some danger of freezing, 
with consequent fracturing of radiators, if systems are not in 
use during cold weather. : 

Magazine types of boilers and various patterns of automatic 
stokers reduce attendance costs, and can be equipped with auto- 
matic controls, which result in greatly improved efficiencies. 

Gas boilers are about 80 per cent. efficient, and have the 
advantage that fuel delivery and ash removal are eliminated, 
and there is a complete absence of smoke, 

Electric storage vessels are also used in conjunction with hot- 
water heating systems. These are heated during ‘‘ off-peak ” 
periods, and have obvious advantages. The use of gas or 
electric boilers will usually depend upon the tariff available. 

The central heating of a number of contiguous buildings can 
be carried out with advantage from a common boiler house, 
which localises fuel deliveries, etc. The larger boiler plant 
operates more.efficiently than a number of smaller plants, and 
may also lend itself to the adoption of flue-gas treatment, which 
minimises the emission of smoke, grit and sulphurous gases. 

District heating, in which wide areas are served from a cen- 
tral boiler house, is firmly established in the U.S.A. and on 
the Continent, but has not made much headway in this country. 

(b) Panel System.—The panel system of heating, consisting of 
flat grids of pipes embedded in walls or ceilings, has been exten- 
sively used. The panels are pane laid on shuttering and cast 
solid in concrete, special finishing plaster being afterwards applied 
direct to the surface. The maximum temperature of the circu- 
lating water is about 120 deg. F., but in the majority of installa- 
tions it is found that temperatures of the order of 95 deg. F. 
are satisfactory during the greater part of the winter. Approxi- 
mate emissions panels, with a water temperature of 120 deg. 
F. are as follows :— 

Ceiling panels 


100 B.Th.U.s per sq. ft. per hour. 


Floor panels have advantages, but their efficiency is liable to be 
reduced by any form of floor covering, and their use is generally 
confined to entrance halls. 

The advantages of the panel system are that the fabric of the 
building becomes warm and the chilling effect of cold walls is 
obviated. Rooms are entirely clear of heating apparatus and 
the whole space is uniformly warm. There is no ‘“‘ stuffiness ’’ 
due to the accumulation of dust on hot metallic surfaces and 
no discoloration of decorations. Maintenance and repairs are 
reduced to a minimum. The system can be thermostatically 
controlled and panel installations are found to be economical 
in fuel consumption. The disadvantage of panel heating is that 
ceiling panels (which is the form most widely used) are unsuit- 
able in rooms less than 12 ft. high, as otherwise the cumulative 
radiant energy may cause some discomfort, unless a larger panel 
area at low temperature is used. Also the system is not very 
flexible, as the structure becomes thoroughly warmed and the 
heating cannot be readily regulated to outside conditions. 

Hot-water radiators are also made as flat panels, and in this 
form are inconspicuous, although a comparatively large surface 
is required. There is one other type of panel heating which 
is not widely used, “‘ electric wall-paper,” which is applied to 
ceilings and walls and connected up to the electricity supply. 
It warms the room very ee ‘ 

(c) Low-Pressure Steam.—Steam systems are not very widely 
used in this country to-day. They have, however, several advan- 
tages, being cheaper in first cost than a hot-water installation. 


Also, there is no time lag or risk of on and the system 
1s ees to buildings of any height. isadvantages are 
that the surfaces are at high temperature, so that there is intense 
heat in the vicinity of the radiator, and the high temperature 
of the system increases the distribution loss. Steam _ boilers 
require continuous attention, and it is not possible to regulate 
temperature in the radiators as can be done with hot-water 
systems, There are many types of installation, but practically 
all of them are noisy at times. The emission from steam 
radiators is about 300 B.Th.U.s per eq. ft. per hour. Steam 
systems under vacuum are also used, ‘the temperature in these 
being lower. 

(d) High-Temperature Hot Water.—At one time the Perkins 
system of hot-water heating, at about 700 deg. F., was widel 
used, particularly when intermittent heating only was required. 
It has, however, become obsolete, but has been to some extent 
replaced by high temperature hot water, which is taken from 
a steam boiler at temperatures of between 300 deg. F. to 400 deg. 
F. Surfaces at this temperature must not be within reach, and 
the system is therefore mainly of industria] use, in conjunction 
with unit heaters. Small pipes only are required, and the system 
is extremely rapid in action. 

Factory Heating.—While many methods of heating are 
applicable in factories, the standards of temperature, etc., to be 
maintained are Mien by the Factories Act, 1937, and various 
Regulations made under that Act. Most of the systems pre- 
viously mentioned are used in factories, and the following notes 
relate to methods which are mainly of industrial application. 

(e) Hot-Air Furnaces.—Hot-air furnaces or ‘‘ pipeless heaters ’” 
are very suitable for the warming of large spaces. Usually they 
consist of a cast-iron combustion chamber, surrounded by a steel 
jacket, air being drawn through the intervening space and dis- 
charged through a grating in the floor above. As a rule, recircu- 
lation of the hot air is arranged. This system of heating is cheap, 
both in first cost and operation, It is also rapid in action, but 
has the disadvantage that walls remain comparatively cold, and 
that dust is distributed. 

(f) Pipe Coils.—Pipe coils at high level are sometimes used in 
industrial premises, They are very unsatisfactory, as a great deal 
of the heat emitted rises vertically and is largely lost, and floors 
remain comparatively cold, so that there is a very steep tempera- 
ture-gradient.. A pipe coil, however, should always be arranged 
underneath a roof light or roof lantern to temper the cascades 
of cold air which would otherwise occur. 

(g) Unit Heaters.—Unit heaters of various types are made. 
These consist of coils through which hot water or steam is - 
circulated and a fan which draws air over the heating elements. 
Their application is mainly industrial, both floor types (with 
centrifugal fans) and suspended types (with propeller fons) being. 
available. Unit heaters at high level require careful positioning 
in order to achieve the most satisfactory results, and both t 
may be very wasteful in fuel unless carefully controlled. Unit 
heaters are purely convective in effect; they are rapid in action, 
but have the same disadvantages as all air heaters. 

(h) Plenum Heating.—With plenum heating the requisite 
degree of warmth is obtained by means of hot air. This may be 
introduced at various temperatures and velocities, depending 
upon the conditions, but it is inadvisable to pass air over 
surfaces at too high a temperature. For the ventilation of 
cinemas, ete., the L.C.C. regulations prescribe that the tem- 
perature of any surface used for warming air shall not be more 
than 250 deg. F. (19). 

_Pienum heating installations are bulky, as a large volume of 
air is necessary to transmit the required amount of heat. The 
system has the disadvantage that the air temperature is liable 
to be higher than the nay temperatures and temperature 
gradients: may be severe, It is also more expensive than ordinary 
central heating. 

Practice in large office buildings seems to be stabilising in 
providing heating surface to take care of the heat losses through 
the fabric and ag iy warm air through a ventilating system 
to deal with the heat losses by air interchange; the window 
panels are supplemented by a warm air system. 


VENTILATION. 

(a) Natural Ventilation—Many patterns of “‘ natural ventila- 
tors’? are on the market. These consist of cones and hoods,. 
connected to extract openings in the roof. Their action, how- 
ever, depends mainly upon the difference in buoyancy between 
the inner and the outer air, and on hot, still days, when the 
external temperature may be higher than that inside the build- 
ing, they do not function to any great extent. 

(b) Extract Ventilation.—Extract ventilation is the cheapest 
form both in installation and operation, and is of particular 
application to laundries, kitchens, etc., in which steam or fumes 
have to be removed. It has the defect that the admission of 
air to replace that extracted cannot be controlled. Air is there- 
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fore liable to find its way in from vitiated sources or through 
crevices, causing draughts and discoloration of decoration, 

(c) Plenum Ventilation.—The plenum system has more to 
recommend it as air can be definitely delivered to any required 
point, and by use of suitablé apparatus can be introduced in any 
desired condition of temperature and humidity. A combined 
system of plenum and extract ventilation is the only method 
which will give completely satisfactory results, as the air move- 
ment can be definitely controlled at all points from inlet to 
extract. A complete ed installation depends for its suc- 
cessful operation on the closing of all windows, and the incal- 
culable psychological factor then enters very largely into the 
problem, as closed windows are apt to cause complaints in the 
summer, when they would normally be open. This suggests 
that a mechanical ventilation system should be devised as 
between ordinary rooms on the one hand and spaces with no 
direct opening to external air on the other; supply to the former 
could then be reduced or .cut off in sammer without material 
disadvantages. 

Air delivered by a ventilating tem may. enter a room: 
{a) upwards with extracts at high level; (by) downwards with 
extract at floor level; or (cp through side inlets in the walls 
being extracted in either or both vertical directions. The ideal 
arrangement is arbitrary, and each case must be decided on its 
own merits. In America, downward plenum for theatres, etc., is 

neral, but practice in this country favours upward plenum. 

e House of Commons was ventilated on the upward plenum 
system, the U.S. Senate on the downward. In many cases, how- 
ever, more compact systems are necessary, and good results may 
be obtained with the air inlets and outlets adjoining, as by 
suitably arranging the velocities of the incoming and outgoing 
currents wide diffusion can be secured. The velocity of the 
incoming air should not in general exceed about 5 ft. per second, 
except at high level, and, if close to the occupants, should be 
very much lower—about 6in. per second. If the air velocity 
reaches 2 ft. per second (which is perceptible to most people), an 
increased temperature of 4 deg. F. must be maintained for the 
same degree of comfort (1). 

(d) Air Conditioning—Air conditioning, both from the 
amenity and industrial aspects, is becoming an important subject. 
As regards the former, however, its necessity in this country is 
not yet established, as there are comparatively few days in the 
toe in which full air conditioning, including refrigeration, would 

decidedly beneficial. The average number of hours per annum 
during which the shade temperature at Kew exceeds 70 deg. F. 
is 80, and it normally exceeds 80 deg. F. for only seven hours 
per annum. The cost of refrigerating equipment to deal with 
conditions at these times only would be disproportionately high, 
but in densely occupied buildings, such as restaurants, full air 
conditioning may be commercially justified. 

Partial air conditioning, by which is meant removal of dust 
by a textile or similar filter, and the passing of the air through 
a mist chamber, in conjunction with a heater battery, is advan- 
tageous, and an air washer can be arranged with automatic 
controls so that, within limits, air can be delivered in any 
Tequired state of temperature and humidity. Unless refrigera- 
tion or an ample supply of cold water is available there is iittle 
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-benefit.as regards comfort, in passing air through a washer, as 
inthis case; although the temperature is reduced, the 
tered. 


is increased and the total heat content of the air is not 

A washer, however, effects a considerable degree of dust removal 
and should preferably be placed before the textile filter in order 
to reduce the cleaning In towns it is found that a large 
proportion of the particles contained in the air are due to motor- 
car exhausts. 

If refrigeration is used, too great a degree of cooling should 
not be aimed at, and 10 deg. F. should be regarded as the 
maximum. Ventilation in crowded places quickly resolves itself 
into a cooling problem, but the introduction of cold air requires 
great care, as it will cascade from an outlet in a very similar 
manner to a stream of water and cause great discomfort. If a 
large degree of cooling is required it is better to increase the 
volume of air rather than to effect a drastic reduction in its 
temperature. 

(e) Special Problems in Ventilation.—Recommended air 
changes in various types of building are quoted in the I.H.V.E. 
booklet already mentioned. In some cases, however, ventilation 
tates are prescribed by regulation. The ventilation of factories 
is dealt with in various Home Office instructions (20). Also 
the L.C.C. regulations for cinemas, ete., provide that 1,000 cu. ft. 
of fresh air per hour per person should be delivered : the arrange- 
ments must be such that with an outside temperature of 
30 deg. F., 55 deg. F. shall be obtainable in the unoccupied 
building. Kitchens require special treatment, and extract should 
always be at a somewhat greater rate than input in order that 
fumes shall not find their way into other parts of the building. 
Twenty-five air changes per hour or more may be necessary in 
the cooking spaces of large kitchens, but conditions generally 
would be greatly improved by the wider adoption of insulated 
types of appliances. In garages the concentration of carbon 
monoxide should not exceed 4 parts in 10,000. The emission 
of carbon monoxide from a car during acceleration is about 
2 cu. ft. per minute, and this can be taken into account when 
the extract arrangements (which should be at low level) are 


designed. 
SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION. 

The foregoing is a very rapid survey of the main physical 
characteristics of heating and ventilating methods in common 
use. Amongst the aspects not considered are the important 
questions of comparative costs; the ultimate efficiencies of various 
methods of heating in relation to the conservation of national 
fuel resources and in relation to atmospheric pollution; and the 
desirability in some cases of providing some degree of continuous 
‘* background ’’ warmth, ‘‘ topping-up’”’ to comfort conditions 
as required. Also, no reference has been made to hot-water 
supply, which is often ancillary to heating. It may, however, 
be mentioned that the whole problem of the heating and ven- 
tilating of buildings is being considered in great detail by a 
committee under the Chairmanship of Professor Sir Alfred 
Egerton, F.R.S. The report of this committee, when issued, 
will make available, for the use of all concerned with building, 
a large amount of information on heating and cognate problems.

War Emergency Paint Order, 1943. 


The Ministry of Health has issued a 
Circular (No. 2862) to local authorities 
and utility undertakings in which it is 
recalled that in October, 1942, the Minis- 
ter of Supply issued_an Order—the Con- 
trol of Paint, ete. (No. 3) Order, 1942— 
under which the use of materials for the 
manufacture of, and the sale of, paint 
were made subject to licence. By a 
general licence given under the Order

factured and sold for_certain purposes, 
but these purposes did not. include the 
ordinary maintenance of dwellings, or, 
in general, other civil property. 

The Minister of Works has now 
arranged for the manufacture of 500,000 
gallons of paint to be used for prevent- 
ing deterioration. of the exterior of 
dwellings and other civil property. The 
paint is a war emergency paint manu- 
factured to a particular specification 
= B.S. 1124). Manufacturers may 
ispose of the paint only to distributors 
approved by the Ministry of Works. 
The distributors must sell the paint at 
the fixed price of 1s. 9d. per pint tin 
and 3s. 6d. per quart tin. The paint is 
made in one colour only, dark brown, 
and is available from now onwards for a 
period of about three months. A small 


number of distributors in each county 
area has been approved to retail the 
paint. The permitted uses licensed 
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under the general licence are set out on 
Form RM/9, obtainable from most paint 
merchants, 


Timber Drying Kilns. 


As a result of the satisfactory response 
to the invitation to producers and con- 
sumers of timber to erect new timber 
drying kilns, or to modernise existing 
kilns under the scheme providing capital 
assistance towards the approved costs, 
sufficient additional kilning capacity 
appears already to be assured in the 
majority of the Timber Control Depart- 
ment’s Areas. It is not proposed, there- 
fore, tc invite further applications for 
the projected construction of new timber 
drying kilns except in Areas Nos. 8 and 
10 and the following counties :—Devon, 
Berkshire, Oxford, Northampton, Leices- 
ter, and in the south of the Counties of 
Nottingham and Derby.

SALE OF WAR-DAMAGED PROPERTY 
COMMISSION’S WARNING TO OWNERS 


Tue War Damage Commission desires to repeat the warning—given a year 
ago, and emphasised by the Chancellor. of the Exchequer last month—that 
owners of war-damaged sites or buildings who receive offers to purchase their 
damaged property would bé wise to take advice on the legal position before 


acceptance. 


Cases have occurred in which owners have paried with damaged houses for 
sums much lower than their value in an undamaged, or repaired, condition, in 
the belief that the difference between the amount they now receive from the 
purchaser and the undamaged or repaired value will be recoverable from the 


Commission. 


Such a belief may be quite ‘erroneous. 


The Commission’s duty 


is to pay the cost of restoring to its predamaged condition a house which is 
found not to be a total loss to the person who has actually incurred it. A 
seller who has parted with his property at a lower price without adequately 
covering his own interests, therefore, runs the risk of considerable loss. This 
is known to have occurred in some instances. 


A NOTE ON THE STATEMENT. 
‘By a Correspondent. 

This warning should be of widespread 
interest, and is directed, it must be 
assumed, first to those professional men 
who are called upon as the result of the 
play of. the property market to advise 
property owners that they may be assisted 
to give the best advice; and, second, to 
owners of property, many of them small 
people whose house is probably their only 
capital, that they may not be involved in 
loss. 

It is not suggested for a moment that 
there is a ramp in the buying up of 
damaged property. But there have been 
a few advertisements appearing in local 
weekly papers from firms who are obvi- 
ously out after this class of business. 
There have also been cases of people who 
have parted with their “ non-total-loss ’ 
houses for sums considerably under their 
value in a repaired or undamaged condi- 
tion. Here the fact is evident that the 
sellers, and possibly their advisers, were 
evidently under the impression that the 
difference between the price received and 
the actual value would be recoverable from 
the Commission. . 

Another type of case is that of the 
owner of a plot of freehold land on which 
his house once stood. He has had an 
offer for the site, and is in a mood to 
accept it ‘to get shot of the whole busi- 
ness,” trusting to luck as to what the 
value payment for his house would be. 
Such persons are often surprised to learn 
that the probability is that theirs may 
be a case for a cost-of-works payment, 
that such payments will go to the person 
re-erecting the house, and that the pur- 
chasers would stand to profit to the tune 
of a new house. ni 

It will be recalled that the Commission 
issued a warning to the public on this 
matter a year ago. ‘That warning was 
ae ER by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in the House of Commons early 
in August, when he said : 

«|. The test of total loss for the 
purposes of the War Damage Act, 1943, 
is not a physical but an economic test, 
and it is likely that many houses of good 
quality will qualify for a cost-of-works 
payment even if ne are physically 
totally destroyed. ... The War Damage 
Commission can only make a cost-of- 
works payment after the war damage 
has been made good and to the person 
who actually incurs the cost of making 
good the war damage; it follows that 
an owner selling his house should bear 
in mind that a. cost-of-works payment 
must be made to the purchaser and not 
the vendor.” 

In spite of this there is evidence that 
the position is not even now clearly appre- 
ciated, and it may help if one or ‘two 
points are classified. 


The first point in computing the pur- 
chase price on any sale of war-damaged 
property is that it should be governed by 
the type of payment the Commission is 
going to make. If the property is classi- 

ed as a “total loss,” a value payment 
is usually appropriate. But if it is classi- 
fied in the category of a ‘‘ non-total-loss,”’ 
then the Commission will normally pay 
for its repair or rebuilding at current 
prices. In this way the purchaser of a 
“*non-total-loss ’? house will, as soon as he 
is able to rebuild or repair, obtain, free 
of cost to himself, a new or partially new 
building. according to the degree of 
damage suffered. Obviously, therefore, the 
sale of a ‘‘non-total-loss’’ house at any 
figure markedly below what its current 
value would be if repaired or rebuilt may 
well prove a bad bargain for the vendor. 

The danger, it has been found, does not 
usually arise where a house has been but 
slightly damaged. Landlords and their 
advisers are aware of the position in such 
cases. It is where a house has been com- 
pletely demolished, or very seriously 
damaged, that the misapprehensions are 
arising. If it would have been an econo- 
mical proposition in 1939 to build the sort 
of house in question, the statutory test 
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should normally result in a ‘‘non-total- 
loss’’ answer even if the property has 
been completely demolished. In other 
words, the test does not depend on the 
condition of the bricks and mortar, but is 
a purely economic test carried out on pre- 
war facts, 

_ It appears that most laymen, and, 
indeed, many professional men, do not 
appear to have realised the practical 
results under this formula. There have 
been cases in which the owners of small 
modern properties which have been totally 
destroyed have sold for little more than 
site value in the belief that they would 
get from the Commission a value payment 
amounting at least to the difference, at 
1939 prices, of the bricks and mortar. 
But in such cases the classification under 
the Act should be “‘ non-total-loss,”’ with 
the result that the purchaser would be 
entitled to call on the Commission for a 
cost-of-works payment as soon as he has 
repaired or rebuilt the house. And here 
the position of the Commission would 
undoubtedly be that it cannot make a fuil 
cost-of-works payment and a full-value 
payment in respect of the same property. 
The money would go to the purchaser, as - 
the man who has reinstated the property, 
and the vendor is left with nothing. 

_There is one further misconception 
which requires correction. Under Section 
13 of the War Damage Act, 1943, power 
is given to the Commission to convert a 
cost-of-works payment into a value pay- 
ment at the request of the owner, or 
owners, ‘‘ for the time being.”’ It is with 
regard to the words quoted that difficul- 
ties have arisen. Many people read them 
as referring to the owner, or owners, at 
the date of the damage. Actually they 
refer to the owner, or owners, at the date 
of the decision by the Conimission to 
convert the payment. A person who has 
sold his house and ceased to hold a pro- 
prietary interest in the property, has 
parted with the right he held to make 
such an application. 

The moral to be drawn is that the man 
who is invited to sell his war-damaged 
house should not make a move without 
seeking professional advice on how best 
to protect his interests, and the adviser 
should assure himself that his counsel is 
based on sure ground.

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UTHWATT AND THE HOUSE BUILDERS 


AN ASSOCIATION’S CRITICISMS. 


Tue annual general meeting of the House 
Builders’ Association of Great Britain was 
held at St. Stephen’s House, Westminster, 
S.W.1, on Friday, September 17, when 
Mr. Roy W. Kina, the president, gave an 
address, in the course of which he 
vigorously attacked the Uthwatt Report. 

In his introductory remarks, the speaker 
said that the task awaiting their industry 
—that «of economic house building—was 
not such a distant objective as it appeared 
to be when last he had the pleasure of 
addressing them. The post-war demands 
to be made upon them should daily be 
borne in mind to the extent, that every 
member would be well advised at once to 
re-examine his position and commence for- 
mulating plans for the reorganisation and 
expansion of his business so that a flying 
start might be made when _ hostilities 
ceased. Upon the assumption that private 
enterprise, which had done so much in 
the past, would receive due recognition of 
the share to which it was entitled in the 
supply of operatives and _ available 
materials, they would be called upon for 
a maximum effort to provide hundreds of 
thousands of homes for returning Service 
men and women and bombed-out families 
—an effort far exceeding anything yet ex- 
perienced or contemplated in the industry. 

One of his greatest hopes was to create 
unity of interest among house builders and 
kindred associations, In this, some pro- 

ress had been made, and if only the prob- 
em of satisfactory certification of houses 
and registration of builders could be pro- 
mulgated, he felt that complete unity 
would soon be an accomplished ideal. Un- 
fortunately, the only scheme of any dimen- 
sion—which emerged immediately prior to 
the war; namely, that of the National 
House Builders’ Registration Council—had 
not yet operated, either so far as the trade 
was concerned or the Building Societies’ 
movement; indeed, the consent of the 
Treasury to its financial provisions had not 
yet, he understood, been accorded. In 
view of the looseness of the proposals set 
out in that scheme and the likelihood of 
its not accomplishing that which it osten- 
sibly set out to regulate in the interests 
of ‘‘ the man in the street,’’ it had proved 
to be unacceptable in principle to their 
Association. On the other hand, it was 
ossible that future legislation would call 
lor the early resuscitation and putting into 
practical effect of their own Certification 
and Registration Scheme, which was pre- 
‘pared before the outbreak of war but had 
also not yet operated. 

Passing on to ‘‘ wider issues,” the 
speaker said: ‘‘ The final Report of the 
‘Uthwatt Committee on Compensation 
and Betterment which was presented to 
Parliament by the Minister of Works as 
far back as September, 1942, did, in fact, 
deal with considerably more than its terms 
of reference. A mild expression would be 
to say that the Committee’s recommenda- 
tions strike at the very root of our heritage 
—that is to say, the free determination of 
our own destiny. The Report, together 
with others published during the war, 
would, if ever implemented by law, place 
in the hands of the Civil Service complete 
control of our minds, bodies and estates. 

‘*To maintain such all-powerful control 
on its pedestal as is contemplated by the 
‘ Uthwatt ’ Report would only be possible 
by virtual dictatorship. We are too well 
aware of the fate that befalls nations who 
adopt such methods, and, again, as prac- 
tical men, with four wasted lean years 
already behind us, we must, if need be, 
make a firm stand to safeguard the large 
interests upon which our businesses are 


based, as we have a duty to the public. 
To combat possible extreme legislation 
initiated by Committees consisting of a 
mere handful of men having undemocratic 
designs on our lives and existence may 
therefore be the next big task of your 
Association. It is vitally necessary for 
all interested in the furtherance of private 
enterprise to bond themselves together in 
the fight to retain and develop the greatest 
of our traditional assets—individual 
liberty and self-determination—with un- 
trammelled scope to produce ‘ Rolls- 
Royces,’ ‘ Spitfires’ and the like in the 
particular industrial sphere of our calling. 

“In this regard I would like briefly to 
refer to the Land and Property Co-ordina- 
tion Committee, which I was instrumental 
in initiating some 15 months ago. It is 
not possible here to deal with all the acti- 
vities of or the ground already covered by 
that Committee ; sufficient to say that it is 
a thoroughly live and progressive body, 
endeavouring to protect our interests to 
the full. 


National Planning. 

‘Provision of the homes required by 
the oom of this country will not be a 
simple matter ; indeed, it will be beset with 
seen of profound difficulty both to the 

overnment and ourselves. It has been 
conceded that national planning is a neces- 
sary post-war preliminary. The first task 
will be to co-ordinate the location of new 
industries and housing requirements. As 
to whether houses or Bier will be built 
first is a matter for the Central Authority 
to decide. Whatever may be decided, it 
should not be forgotten that they are in- 
terdependent upon their simultaneous 
establishment. 

‘It is reasonable to assume that the 
cost of national planning will be enormous, 
and that it will have to be met from a 
national fund, but we are becoming used 
to thinking in terms of ‘ millions sterling,’ 
and one wonders at times where and when 
a halt will be called. The main recom- 
mendation of the ‘ Uthwatt ’ Committee 
resides in the proposed purchase by the 
State of the whole of the development 
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‘ 
values and rights in all land throughout 
the country before reluilding commences, 
Upon a close examination of this recom. 
mendation it has been conclusively found 
that such a proposal must fail in its appli- 
cation for the following reasons :— 

** (1) To pay compensation upon the 
traditionally fair British methods of the 
past, the sum -required would be too 

eavy for the nation to bear. The figure 
of ,000,000 has been mentioned, 

The Report recommends paying owners 
only about half to one-third of this. 

‘* (2) To find such a sum would be well. 
nigh impossible. | Moreover, to obtain 

‘balanced national planning it is quite 
unnecessary to do so, as will be 
gathered in due course when satisfactory 
workable alternatives are placed before 

Parliament. 

** (3) That the families and businesses 
of England have neither earned, desire, 
nor require to be treated for evermore as 
leaseholders with the State as the one 
and only freeholder. Such a position, 
to say the least, would be unwise. In 
the past, when prospective buyers have 
been able to choose between leasehold 
and freehold homes, they have in the 
majority of cases chosen the latter ; like- 
wise, when a proposed tenant has had 
the selection of a local authority or a 
private individual as a landlord, he has 
almost invariably selected the latter. So 
why change to something detrimental for 
changing’s sake? 

“* Let me here give an example of just 
what this will mean to many of us who 
have much of our working capital wrapped 
up in raw material—land. 

‘Take a 10-acre site, purchased in 1938, 
which has an agricultural value of £100 
per acre and a building development value 
of £500 per acre—total value £6,000. The 
10 acres carry a mortgage or loan of, say, 
two-thirds its value—£4,000. Under the 
method of compensation recommended by 
the ‘ Uthwatt ’ Committee you would re- 
ceive between one-half and one-third of its 
value—say, £3,500 at the most. This, of 
course, would not be sufficient to redeem 
the mortgage in full, and your £2,000 hard- 
earned equity—i.g., your working capital— 
would thus be wiped out by legislation. 
My description of such a plan is ‘ blatant 
confiscation.’ 

‘“‘Tt must never be forgotten, however, 
that trade follows the trowel. The build- 
ing trade is the generating station directly 
responsible for prosperity within many 
Take away or restrict this 
power, clog its running, or tie it up with 
red-tape and unbalanced legislation, bar 
its progress and denude it of its working 
capital, and where will the nation’s homes 
come from? I venture to suggest that we 
have made and are giving our due share 
towards the nation’s war effort. Are we 
as an individual] trade then to be stripped 
after the war of our very means of liveli- 
hood?. Let me be very blunt about it. 
We have got to oppose with every means 
in our power any extreme implementation 
by Parliament of the recommendations of’ 
the ‘ Uthwatt ’ Committee, and the whole 
of the Association’s activities might well 
have to be directed to this end for the 
general good. 

**To instance another point of the Re- 
ort : it is intended that mortgagees will 
e paid in full—not one-half to two-thirds 

in settlement. This would be but another 

case of mortgagees not carrying their share 
of loss and responsibility. e have all 
felt the burden of War Damage Contribu- 
tions and their admitted unfair incidence 
in relation to mortgagees—notwithstanding 
our worthy Prime Minister’s assurance 
that all would equally share that burden. 

Report also recommends that

‘Permit me for a moment to refer to 
the War Damage Act in relation to the 
non-recovery from mortgagees of any of 
the annual contribution where more than 
one property is covered by a mortgage. 
This is a matter of the utmost gravity to 
some of our members, and they have every 
reason to regard. -their position as invi- 
dious. It is strongly felt that the large 
banking and financial houses of the country 
unduly exercised. their. voice as mort- 
gagees of the Government when the pro- 
portionment of these contributions was 
initially under review by H.M. Treasury. 
I know of many cases where the losses on 
estates run into tens of. thousands of 
pounds each year, and it remains to be 
seen for how long they can stand up to 
these recurring imposts. 


Rent Restriction and Landlords. 

‘ Similarly, we, who have become large 
landlords, not by our own choice, are sut- 
fering further unfairness under the Rent 
Restriction Act. Apparently we are the 
only body of business people who subsi- 
dise, to pre-war level on a national scale, 
the major proportion of the rents in this 
country. All other subsidies, enabling the 
man in the street to purchase at pre-war 
or uneconomically low levels, are, to the 
best’ of my knowledge, borne nationally. 
Why, then, this exception? Both of these 
examples of modern legislation will have 
to be fought with the utmost vigour by 
your Association. . 

‘“‘ Very shortly the question of subsidies 
on post-war houses must come to the fore- 


front. Generally speaking, subsidies are | 


not healthy improvisations. | Moreseften 
than not' they foster ineptitude, stifle in- 
vention, and keep: up: prices. However, 
as the controlling methods of the Ministry 
of Works and other causes have already 
sent building. costs up to 120 ‘cent: 
above pre-war figures, it is not unreason- 
able to assume that subsidies will be neces- 
sary if the ‘ newly. married couples’ and 
the unfortunate people who have lost their 
homes are to obtain a house at a weekly 
cost within their income. We all know 
that subsidies can be very harmful when 
misapplied, and with this much in mind 
your council hope shortly to submit pro- 
poe to the appropriate authorities, dif- 
ering somewhat from those of the past, 
and having the least deleterious effect. upon 
production. -- 

“As the largest producers of homes in 
pre-war days, we..are determined once 
again to’ show: -that,- given a sufficient 
supply of, material and labour, and the re- 
moval of ‘ obstructionists,’ we can be 
relied upon to-play-our part in- winning 
the peace, which we pray may not be too 
far distamt, 

‘* Before concluding, I feel that I ought 


to refer briefly to a -further important , 
enactment ‘that, has been placed .on the 


Statute Book during the past» year—now 
known as the ‘Town and Country Planning 
(Interim, Development) Act, 1943: . The 
object of this. new. measure is’ to. extend 
planning control: to -all areas in England 
and Wales not already subject to such con- 


trol, and ‘to strengthen the powers of plan: - 


ning authorities and-the Minister in the 
control of interim development. 


You will notice that the word ‘ con- . 


trol’. again figures prominently inthis new 
legislation, and, among the considerable 
number of additional restrictions pre- 
scribed by the Act—which ‘sooner or later 
will be brought home to most of us—the 
New measure enables an interim develop- 
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ment authority, with the consent of the 


Minister to revoke or modify a permis- 
sion for interim development already 
given. You will realise at once that this 
means that ' a dead hand’ has been placed 
on your estates and operations as from 
1939.” 


EVILDING WITHOUT 


LICENCE 
CRAWLEY BUILDERS FINED. 

Mr. Norman Lonetey, a former presi- 
dent of the Southern Counties Builders’ 
Federation, and county leader of the West 
Sussex Works and Buildings Emergency 
Organisation, was fined £25 at Horsham 
Police Court on September 10, and 
Messrs. James Longley and Co., Ltd., 
builders of Crawley, of which he is a 
director, were fined a similar amount, 
and ordered to pay costs amounting to 
£5 17s. 11d., for contravening paragraph 2, 
of Regulation 56a, of the Defence General 
Regulations, by erecting a building, the 
total cost of which exceeded £100, without 
a licence, at East Park, Crawley, between 
November 16 last year and April 16. 

At the request of the prosecution, the 
evidence for the defence was ‘given. in 
camera, and the report is the case as 
stated by the prosecution. 

-Mr. J. F. Claxton, who prosecuted on 
behalf of the Director of Public Prosecu- 
tions, in opening the case, explained that 
the prosecution arose in regard to the 
erection of a store. It was true that the 
materials used were not very expensive 
when compared with some other build- 
ings, and the cost of erecting that store 
was between £250 and £300. The idea’ 


was that the firm wished to make an ex-- 


tension to their premises. in order to in- 
crease output, and they sought the 
assistance of the Ministry of. Supply, 
writing and asking if the Ministry would 
back them in regard to an application to 
the Ministry of Works and Buildings for 
ermission tO carry out this work. On 
Novaniber 20 last year, the Ministry »f 
Supply replied saying that they could not. 
back the. application. : 
Proceeding Mr. Claxton said on Decem-

of Works received an application form 
from the defendant company in regard

On December 
29 the Regional Office of the Ministry of 
Works wrote to the company, stating that 
careful consideration had been given to 
the application dated November 16 (the 
first application), but that a licence could 
not be granted for the work they desired 
to undertake. 

On January 4 Mr. Norman Longley 
again wrote on behalf of the company to 
the Regional Licensing Officer at ‘Tun- 
bridge Wells, stating that it had been 
noted that it was impossible for them to 
grant a licence, and that being so it would 
be necessary for them to improvise. In 
view of this, the firm had purchased two 
chicken houses with which they proposed 
to form a temporary. building, and it was 
hoped this would be approved as the 
matter was urgent. His help in the past, 
it was stated, had been much appreciated. 
In that letter was another application 
form usking for a licence, the probable 
cost of the temporary building being put 
at £425. On January 12 that application 
was also refused in the same terms as 
previously. 

On April 16 a building inspector visited 
Messrs. Longley’s premises and -hé saw 
quite clearly that the work had beea 
carried.out in spite of the two applica- 
tions for licences having been refused. 
Mr. Longley gave explanations to the
